DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-7, 10-13, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Mills et al. (6,698,814) in view of Tiesler (6,619,718). 

Mills et al. disclose a sun visor having a molded, polymer core (12) completely 
covered by a cover layer (14) with a hardness less than the core (12). The core (12) is 
made of two sections that face each other and are connected together by a living 
hinge (24). A support arm (16,18) is received by the core for placement near a 
windshield. Mills et al. do not disclose the cover being molded of a polymer. 
Tiesler teaches covering a sun visor core with a textured, polymer layer instead of a 
cloth layer. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to cover the sun visor core of Mills et al. with a textured, 
polymer layer having a hardness less than the visor core, as taught by Tiesler, to 
produce an aesthetic sun visor that is less prone to wear and tear. 

3. Claims 8, 9, 14, 15, 17, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the combination of references, as applied to claim 1, in view of Binish 
(5,720,509). 

Mills et al., as modified, does not disclose a mirror molded with the cover layer. 
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Binish teaches the molding of a mirror with the cover layer of a sun visor. 



It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to mold a mirror with the cover layer of Mills et al., as modified, 
as taught by Binish, to enhance the functionality of the sun visor while keeping the 
number of parts needed for manufacture at a minimum.
